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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application Is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/28/2009 has been entered. New claim 38 has been added. 

Applicant's arguments filed 09/28/2009 have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous Office Actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They 
constitute the complete set of rejections and/or objections presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 18-37 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pollock et al. (US 5,270,032) in view of Yoshida et al. (US 4,486,330); and the rejection 
is applicable to new claim 38. 

The rejection is maintained under the art and reasons of record. See Final office 
action dated, 12/23/2008 and Advisory Action dated, 09/16/2009. Further, in regards to 
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new claim 38, Pollocl< teaclies tliat modifications can be made by one of skill in the art 
(column 15, lines 39-44). Accordingly, it would have been obvious to modify the method 
suggested by combining Pollack et al. and Yoshida et al. to include placing the dentures 
in the container as the cleaning tablet is dissolving. This would allow cleaning and 
disinfecting to begin to take place as soon as the actives are dissolved and released 
into the water instead of waiting for the tablet to completely dissolve. 

No claims are allowed.
